Applicant's attorney began by stating that a proposed amendment was fboth emailed and faxed to the examiner. Note 
the attached draft. Applicant than discussed the background of quaternary ammonium compounds and how the 
quaternary ammonium compounds of instant invention differ from those disclosed inTrinh et al. (secondary reference 
relied upon by the examiner). Applicant's attorney indicated that the quaternary ammonium compounds of Trinh et al. 
are water soluble, yet the quaternary compounds of the instant invention are non-leachable and remain on the material 
after exposure to bological fluids. The examiner indicated that if there is support in the specification for the new claim 
language, either directly or indirectly, then the current rejections will be withdrawn. Applicant also indicated that a new 
IDS will be filed with the RCE . 
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
